His edict in effect is that 
ftho. appropriation, to bo paid in four 
. $500_ monthly installments, and to be 
used in Lake county for relief among 
the dependent of soldiers, is valid. 

There is no bar to its payment, as 
the attorney general clears up the cob- 
fui ion that existed by enclosing in full 
his opinion regarding the McLean coun- 
ty appropriation, which was- made, not 
for soldiers' dependents at home, but 
for the purchase of hospital supplies to 
be sent abroad. '

Dear Sir:— I am In. receipt of your 
favor of the 21st, instant, and note 
statement to the effect that the coun 
ty board of your county at a meeting 
of , the board. held during this jpresent 
'^tof^M^^v^^^jawto o T $2, 000, 
to be pftTo s \*r*«rn"6uiir«"ifi/43?& per month 
for a period of four months to the Red 
Cross society. It appears that such 
appropriation is to be applied solely for 
the purpose of supplying the necessities 
of the families of soldiers in your coun- 
ty. You state that you have read that 
county board is not authorized to make 
such an appropriation. 

In. reply, I .will 'say, the opinion to 
•which* you refer was one rendered the 
Hon. Miles K Young, state's attorney 
for McLean county a copy of which I 
herewith enclose and was based upon a 
statements of facts which differ from 
the one contained in your letter. 

The resolution which formed the basis 
for the appropriation made by theccun- 
ty board of McLean county, authorized 
the payment to the Bloomington chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross society 
of the sum of $500 per month during 
the period of the war to be used for the 
purchase of hospital supplies for the 
sick and wounded soldiers of the United 
States and her allies in the present war. 

You will note that the holding of this 
department in said opinion is in sub- 
stance, that the county board can legal- 
ly exercise only such powers as are con- 
ferred upon it. by statute, or such as 
ore, implied from an express grant of 
powers/ That as the statute conferred 
no grant of power, to make Buch an i p 
propriation as wbb attempted to be 
made by said board, the board exceed- 
ed its powers. However, an appropria- 
tion made. by. n county board to* the Red 
Cross society to be used for,the purpose' 
of purchasing hospital supplies for sick 
and wounded soldiers of the United 
States and her allies, is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter from an appropriation 
made by the county, board for the core 
and sustenance of- those whose support 
become a county charge. 

Section 14 of chapter 107 makes the 
support of the poor. a county charge ex- 
ept In counties' that have provided that 
uch support snal) 'be by townships.And 
'While the Btatute provides primarily for 
■Ihe granting of county relief to poor 
nersons through the overseer, I am not 
'epared. to say that the county board 
the exercise of its powers, may not 
cases of emergency designate some 
her agency, such as the Red Cross so- 
tyj through which county relief may 
disbursed. But the county board 
no.poWer to make an. appropriation 
authorized by statute.

Antioch Boys Organize 

Troop of Boy Scouts 

A" Troop-of the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca was organized in Antioch during' 
December with Rev. S. E. Pollock 'ob 
Scoutmaster nnd Royal T. Morgan, 
Principal of Antioch Grade school as 
assistant. Eighteen boys have regis- 
tered for the Troop. Meetings are 
held every Tuesday evening in the High 
School building. 

The BoyScout movement is'.non mili- 
tary in purpose, but is intensely patrio- 
tic. Their, motto is !^ Be Prepared;" 
and in the preBent national crisis the 
Scouts are finding many opportunities 
for helpfulness. They secured over 
one hundred million dollars in subscrip- 
tions for the second Liberty Loan. The 
value of . their work was recognized by 
President Wilson, whosenta letter of 
appreciation to the National Council. 
And now by the President's order the 
Scouts have been appointed national 
dispatch bearers for the Committee on 
Public Information. 

Puring the week each registered 
scout will receive on identification card 
issued by the committee and counter- 
signed by the local Scoutmaster. On 
the back of the card is a fac-simile of 
President Wilson's letter. 
My dear Mr. Livingstone: 

I desire to entrust the Boy Scouts of 
America with a hew and important 
commission, to make them the' govern- 
ment despatch bearers in carrying . to 
the homes of their community the 
pamphlets on the war prepared by the 
Committee on Public Information. The 
excellent services performed by the 
Boy. Scouts in the past encourages me 
to believe -that this new task will be 
cheerfully and faithfully discharged. 
Sincerely yours, 
Woodrbw Wilson. 

The first- task assigned to the nowly 
appointed messengers will be the dis- 
tribution of the President's Flog Day 
address.. Each scout is expected to 
place a copy of this address in at least 
fifteen .different homes7 scuring in each 
case a promise that the document will 
be' read and if possible passed on to 
others. In each copy of the address 
will be found a franked post cord which 
when properly filled out, will secure for 
the reader a free copy of at least ' two 
other publications" issued by the* Com- 
mittee on Public Information. In Feb- 
ruary the Scouts will be assigned work 
in connection with the sale of War Sav- 
ings 'Stnmps. 

The full strength of a Scout'Troop is 
thirty two boys. Antioch Troop No. 1, 
will have no difficulty in securing the 
full complement. The boys are plann- 
ing tu secure uniforms as soon as pos- 
sible. Members of the former Troop 
having a Bcout uniform in good condi- 
tion should endeavor to dispose of it to 
a member of the present Troop, as it is 
unlawful for anyone not a .scout . to 
wear any part of the scout uniform.

A little bit of it may 
be beautiful enough, but when trains 
don't run, mail doesn't arrive for days, 
doctors can't make rural calls and 
everything gets tied up-jn general, we 
Bay that Is too much of the 'beautifull.' 
And that ia just what did happen to us. 
Scarcely were we getting dug out of 
the first big show when . Iai>t Saturday 
along came another and buried us a 
little deeper than before. There were 
no trains from^ Friday night until some 
time Monday and- consequently there 
was no moil. On Monday afternoon we 
were welcoming 'Saturday's daily but 
the Sunday papers were completely 
lost in the shuffle. However Tuesday 
the mails began .to arrive on schedule 
time once "more. 

There were no services at either of 
the three churches Sunduy. So badly 
drifted in were- the roads that the R. 
F. D. carrieBs . could not get through 
and the doctors were unable to make, 
calls outside of the village. 

Some of the country roads were open- 
ed up Sunday afternoon and Monday 
biit many are as yet impossable. No 
milk was received at the local factory 
Saturday or Sunday and not ^uear the 
usual amount on Mondav. 

The storm was of a wide scope and 
so intense was- its" ferocity that for the 
first time in its history the Northwest- 
ern railroad annulled all trains in> the 
storm belt and made no pretense of 
maintaining even the locals. 

In fact it is claimed that not a train, 
not a autombile and only an occasional 
street car moved in Lake county Sat-, 
urday," Well anyway we are about dug 
out once more and as the weildlng. of 
the snow shovel has about ceased the 
weildingof the pen has begun and-we 
notice several of our citizens jotting 
down notes so that in after. years they 
raay^ refresh their memory about that 
terrible snow of 1918.

Ice field Men Rebel 

Against Meatless Days 

"Give us:meat on Tuesday or we'will 
quit." " 

This JB.the^unpatrlotic demand mode 
by employes of the. Haegel Ice house at 
Twin Lakes, Wis., as a result of Presi- 
dent Haegle's attempts to support the 
United .States government by an ob- 
servance of meatless day; . MiBinform- 
ed'bjrl. W. W. propagandists and dis- 
gruntled 'by the fact that their" cowork- 
ers in other ice house at Twin Lakes 
were getting meat on Tuesday, the ice 
cutters have created a near furor with 
their protests ngainBt the "action of 
their employer in standing four-square 
for. Uncle Sam and" the Stars and 
Stripes. ) 

The embroglio reached a crisis on 
Wednesday .afternoon when twenty of 
the ice men, who have been most ac- 
tive in fomenting discontent among 
their fejIowB, were summarily dis- 
charged and Bhipped post haste to Chi- 
cago. Here it is said federal officials 
will investigate their actions, inasmuch 
88 they have made near-seditious ut- 
terances "against the national food ad- 
ministration. 

In the. face of this alarming opposi- 
tion President Haegle has steadfastly 
refused to compromise inasmuch as a 
question of loyalty was involved and 
he could not conscientiously,. and pa- 
triotically, retract. 

"He's shown himself a reel patriot," 
said a prominent resident of Twin 
Lakes this morning. , "In Bpite of the 
fact that he was fighting it out alone 
and against overwhelming odds, he has 
stood his ground and defended bis 
country with real eloquence. He 
hasn't cared how much it hurt his 
business. He has felt that it was his 
way of doing his bit and he has done it 
even at the risk of personal danger." 
Since the oxodus of Wednesday af- 
ternoon many of the ice men have 
shown a disposition to view the matter 
more reasonably and loyally. With the 
chief propagandists gone several of 
them— especially the "old timers"— 
have expressed an absolute willingness 
to conform to the regulations o£ the 
government food administration. 

•This is especially true of the trusted 
employes of the company several of 
whom hove declared to Mr. Haegle 
that they "were with hfm" from the 
start but were powerless to act 'against 
the willpf the gang. 



State Soon to Enjoin Po- 
sition of Third Lake 

Future pollution of Third Lake of 
the Interreider Canning Company of 
Grayslake because of the inefficient 
action of the septic tank at Grayslake, 
will result in an injunction directed 
againat.not only the village but the 
canning company as well. 

State's Attorney James G. Welch 
has aerved notice to this effect, his 
action being taken; at the instance of 
Attorney Genera] Brundage. 

As early as last summer L. H. Pren- 
tice of Waukegan who owns a fine 
summer cottage on the banks _of the 
lake complained to the attorney gen- 
eral that the canning factory refuse 
was polluting the lake, leaving a heavy 
green slimy scum on the surface. 

The matter was referred to State's 
Attorney Welch by the attorney gen- 
eral and In company with Dr.' J. A. 
Kapplemtfh of the state board of 
health he conducted a thorough investi- 
gation. He. .discovered that canning 
was being conducted on a gigantic 
scale— that two million cans of peas 
were.canned there last summer. 

He also found that the refuse from 
the cannery was being deposited in 
the village septic tank. Investigation 
showed there * was no by pass which 
was, suspected at first. The investi- 
gation Bhowed that undoubtedly the 
septic tank was unable to perform the 
work demanded of it and that sewage 
as Well a3 the refuse from the canning 
plant entered the lake in practically a 
raw state. 

The result of this probe was report- 
ed back to the Btate with the result 
that the state a attorney recently re- 
ceived notice, from . the state board of 
health to. serve notice on the village of 
Grayslake that the septic tank must bo 
overhauled arid cleaned to see whether 
or not it will be in working condition by 
the time the canning season starts next 
spring. 

Failure of the village to take all pos- 
sible precaution, likewise proof that the 
septic tank is not adequate will result 
in* the issuance of an injunction, the 
direct result of which would be to pre- 
vent, the. canning factory , from operat- 
ing. The Btate insists that tho lake 
must not be polluted again next sum- 
mer

A Food Warning t 

on Canned Vegetables 

This summer, urged by patriotic de- 
Bire to cooperate in food conservation,' 
American housewives canned an un- 
usual quantity of fruits and vegetables. 
Much of tliis canning was done by tlje 
so called cold pack method. 

Now, through the columns of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, a San Francisco physician, 
Dr.:ErnestC. Dickson, announces that 
food thus canned should never be eaten 
fresh -from the can, but for safety's 
sake should always be thoroughly cook- 
ed before being eaten. 

It appears that a certain poisonous 
germ, bacilus botulinus, sometimes de- 
velops, in food, whether animal or vege^ 
table, canned, by cold packing. This 
germ causes severe symptons which 
may terminate in death. 

And according to the San Francisco 
physician/, it ia a germ particularly lia- 
ble to develop in canned vegetable and 
fruits. Saya Dr. Dickson: 

In order to test the efficiency of the 
cold pack method of canning vegeta- 
bles which may be contaminated by 
spores of bacilus botulinus, a number of 
jars of peas, beans and corn were pre- 
pared .'according to the directions de- 
scribed in daily press. 

"Each jar was inoculated with an 
emulsion containing spores of bacillus 
botulinus before it was placed in the 
washboiler.' 

. "The one quart jara of peas and 
beans were left in the boiling water for 
120 minutes and those of corn were 
heated for 180 minutes. The jars were 
sealed immediately after removal from 
the boiler and were inverted and placed 
in a dark closet. 

"Within two weekB it was noted that 
the contents of all the jars had under- 
gone a fermentation with the forma- 
tion of gas and that some of them were 
leaking. When; the jars' were opened 
there was 6 strong odor which resem- 
bled butyric acid and cultures of the 
juice from all the jars showed a mix- 
ture of bacillus botulinus and bacillus 
suptilia. 

"Portions of the juice from all the 
jars were injected into guinea pigs and 
some of the peas were fed to a chicken. 
All the guinea pigs died within twenty- 
four hours and the. chicken developed 
aymptonB of limber neck and died with- 
in thirty-six hours. 

*'A portion of the juice from the corn 
was. passed through a diatomaceous 
filter and injected into a guinea pig and 
the animal died within twenty-four 
hours." * 

"The botulinus toxin is easily destroy- 
ed by heating and air danger of botul- 
ism will be removed : from home canned 
products if the food is always boiled be- 
fore it is eaten or even t§§ r "jK

Washington, Jan. 10.— MaJ. Augustus 
P. Gardner of Hamilton, Mass., died 
In the Camp Wheeler base hospital on 
Monday after a short illness from 
pneumonia. 

Major Gardner, who was a veteran 
of the Spanish-Amerlcaa war, resigned 
his seat In the house of representatives 
last May to enter the army. During 
his public career he was one of the 
most active figures in the • light for 
military preparedness, and he was one 
of the leading supporters of the reso- 
lution recognizing the state of war 
with Germany.

Four-Story Industrial Building, Six 

Dwellings, Church and Other 

Structures Destroyed — Firemen 

Handicapped by Cold. 



Indianapolis, Jan. 15. — Fire, believed 
to have been started by aa Incendiary, 
probably an alien enemy, (in Sunday 
night razed the four-story Industrial 
building, occupying the entire block 
bounded by Tenth, Eleventh anil Fay- 
ette street and the canal, and periled 
the entire district bounded by Tenth 
street on the south, the canal on the 
west. Fall creek oujhe north aad Illi- 
nois street. 

The property loss Is estimated at 
more than SI. 000.000, but, In spite' of 
tlie fact that six dwellings, a church, 
u grocery and a saloon were also de- 
stroyed. It is believed that, no lives 
were lost. 

Thirty manufacturing firm's have 
establishments in the Industrial 
building, aial the fuel that many of 
them are engaged In making machines 
aad supplies, under war contracts, for 
the government leads the authorities 
to believe that the lire was started by 
aa alien enemy. 

Fire Chief Loucks Is of the opinion 
Unit the blaze was of Incendiary ori- 
gin and federal agents and the city 
police are proceeding on this theory. 

The Humes appeared to break out 
simultaneously In two widely sepa- 
rated parts of the structure. Fanned 
by a gale that swept from the south- 
west; the tlames spread with such 
rapidity that the 31 compaaies— In- 
dianapolis' entire equipment—had to 
struggle desperately to save adjacent 
blocks to the north aad east. 

The firemen were handicapped^ in 
their work by the zero weather, hi 
order to augment the water supply 
Chief Loucks had boles cut la the ice 
of the canal, and was thus able to get 
additional streams. 

Falling walls placed the lire fighters 
in danger and cut line after line of 
hose. 

The rapidity with which -the tire 
spread was explained by the fact that 
the automatic sprinkler system, with 
which the building was equipped 
throughout; had been shut oft in all 
but the southwest corner, la a small 
section of the plant only did the 
sprinkler work. 

So quickly did the lire spread that 
It was impossible to save the contents 
of the factories in the Industrial 
building. It was estimated that fully- 
*4<XUH><> worth of new' nutomohiles 
were stored In the basement. 

(J rand Rapids, Mich., Jan. IT..— The 
Hawkins block, a six-story oniee build- 
ing In the business district, was de- 
stroyed and two other big buildings ad- 
joining were being swept by a lire of 
undetermined origin on Sunday night. 
Almost Impassable drifts of snow im- 
peded the firemen in their efforts to 
control tlie flames. . •

Washington, Jan. 17.— At the re- 
quest of the war department Chairman 
Chumberlaln of the senate military 
committee Introduced a bill on Tues- 
day lor the registration for military 
duty of all men who have become 
twenty-oue years old since- .Tune 0, 
1017, when tjie draft law went Into 
effect. 

In determining upon the registration 
of men who. have become twenty-one 
since the draft law was enacted the 
war department has rejected any plan 
to raise the age limit of the draft to 
take in men more than thirty-one. 

Another bill which Senator Chamber- 
lain introduced at the request of the 
administration, provides for furlough- 
lug National army men for. harvesting 
crops and other agriculturul duty. 

Another bill puts, the quota of the 
states on the basis of available men In 
the first class Instead of on population. 
Registration of men who lmve be- 
come of age since the draft law was 
enacted was referred to In the recent 
report of Provost Marshal General 
Crowder, as one of the means by which 
a supply of men for the Nntlonul army 
might be assured without taking those 
who might have other dependents upon 
them. 

It could be done, also, the provost 
marshal general pointed out, by ex- 
tendlngthe age limit above the present 
line of thirty-one. The war department 
has adopted the first suggestion. It 
Is estimated that It will add about 700,- 
000 men to the draft available each 

year. 

Congressmen have been Informed 
tbat further legislation would be neces- 
sary to perfect and carry on the draft 
and the pnssage of Senator Chamber- 
lain's bill with administration support 
Is expected promptly In both houses. 

Another bill Introduced by Senator 
Chamberlain would; provide a distinc- 
tive badge or button for exempted 
men.

'•Peoples of central Europe: This 
catastrophe of the human race, this 
fatal schism In the civilized world, can 
only be ended by the defeat of militar- 
ism on both sides and by tlie victory 
on both sides of moral and Intellectual 
fair dealing. If the world is to be 
saved it must be saved by Rood faith 
and reciprocity on the part of nil. Do 
not fall us now. Do not lei your gov- 
ernments drive the British people, as 
they are driving tlie Bussinn people, 
Into the terrible choice between con- 
tinuing tlie war and abandoning the 
only principles that cttn save the world. 
"If this choice is forced upon us we 
shall choose, as Russia chose.

Washington, Jan. 0.— President Wil- 
son In an address before a Joint ses- 
sion of congress presented a definite 
Program for world peace containing 
fourteen specific considerations. It was 
restatement of war aims in agreement 
with the recent declaration of Premier 
Lloyd Georgo. 
The president spoke ns follows: 
'Gentlemen "of the Congress: Once 
more, ns repeatedly before, the spokes- 
men of the central empires have Indi- 
cated their desire to discuss the ob- 
.ects of the war and the possible basis 
of a general peace. 

"Parleys have been in progress at 
iJrest-Lltovsk between representatives 
of the central powers to which the

. - Rubs Power Shattered. 
"Their power apparently is shat- 
tered, und yet their soul Is not sub- 
servient. They will not "yield either In 
principle or in action. The conception 
of what Is right, of what It is humane 
and honorable for them to accept has 
been stuted with ii frankness, a large- 
ness of view, a generosity of spirit and 
a universal human sympathy which 
must challenge the admiration of 
every friend of mankind; and they 
refused to compound their Ideals or de- 
sert others thut they themselves may 
be safe. 

"They call to us to say what It is 
that wo deslro, In what, If In anything, 
our purposo nnd our spirit differ from 
theirs; nnd I believe that the peoplo 
of tho United States would wish me to 
respond with utter simplicity and 
frankness. 

"Whether their present loaders' be- 
lieve it or not, it is our heartfelt de- 
sire and hope that some way may be 
opened whereby wo may be privileged 
to assist tho peoplo of Russia to at- 
tain their utmost hope of liberty and 
ordered peace. 

No Secret Understandings. 
"It will be our wish and purpose 'that 
the processes of peace, when they are 
.begun, shall be absolutely open and 
that they shall involve and permit 
henceforUi uo secret understandings of 
any kind. The day of. conquest und 
aggrandizement is gofie by ; so is also 
the day of secret covenants entered In- 
to In thclnterest of particular govern- 
ments and likely at some unlooked-for 
moment to upset the peace of ftlie 
world. 

"Wo entered this war because vio- 
lations of right hnd occurred which 
touched us to the quick and made the 
life of our own people Impossible un- 
less they were corrected und the world 
secured once for nil against their re- 
currence. 

"What we demand In this war, there- 
fore is nothing peculiar to ourselves. 

"It Is that tho world be made fit and 
safe to live In; nnd particularly that 
It be made safe for every pence-lov- 
ing nation which, like our own, wish 
to live Its own life, determine Its own 
Institutions, he nssured of Justice nnd 
fair dealing by the other peoples of tho 
world us against force and selfish ag- 
gression. All the peoples of the world 
nro In effect partners In this Interest, 
nnd for our own part wo see very clear- 
ly that unless Justice be done to oth- 
ers It will not be done to us. 

"The program of the world's peace, 
therefore, is our program, and that 
program, tho only possible program, as 
we see it, is this: 

Wants Open Covenants. 

1. Open covenants of peace, openly 
nrrlved nt, after which there shall be 
no private lnternatioaal understand- 
ings of any kind, but diplomacy shall 
proceed always frankly and In the pub- 
lic view. 

2. Absolute freedom of navigation 
upon the sens, outside territorial wa- 
ters, alike in peace and In war, except 
as the seas may be closed In whole or 
In part by International action for the 
enforcement of international cove- 
nants. 

8. The removal, so far as possible, of 
all economic bnrrlers and the estab- 
lishment of an equality of trade con- 
ditions among nil the nations consent- 
ing to the pence and associating them- 
selves for Its mnlntennnce. 

4. Adequate guaranties given- nnd ta- 
ken that nntlonnl armaments will bo 
reduced. to the lowest point consistent 
with domestic safety.

peuce may once more be made secure 
In the Interest of all. 

0. A readjustment of all frontiers 
of Italy should be effected along clear- 
ly recognizable lines of nationality. 

10. The peoples of Austrlu-Hungary, 
whose place nmong the nations we 
wish to see safeguarded aiid nssured, 
should be accorded the freest opportu- 
nity of autonomous development. 

Evacuate Balkans. 

11. Roumanla, Serbia and Monte- 
negro should be evacuated; occupied 
territories restored; Serbia accorded 
free and secure access to the sea ; and 
the relations of the several Balkan 
states to one another determined by 
friendly counsel along historically es- 
tablished lines of allegiance nnd na- 
tionality ; and International guaranties 
of tho political and economic indepen- 
dence and territorial Integrity of tho 
several Balkan states should be en- 
tered Into. 

12. The Turkish portions of the 
present Ottoman Empire should be as- 
sured a secure sovereignty, but the 
other nationalities which are now un- 
der Turkish rule should bo nssured nn 
undoubted security of life nnd aa ab- 
solutely unmolested opportunity of au- 
tonomous development, and the Darda- 
nelles should be permanently opened 
ns a free passage to the ships and 
commerce of all nations under Inter- 
national guaranties. 

.13. An Independent Polish state 
should be erected which should Include 
the territories Inhabited by Indisput- 
able Polish populations, which should 
be assured a free and secure access to 
the sea mid whose political and eco- 
nomic Independence and territorial in- 
tegrity should be guaranteed by later- 
national covenant. 

1-i. A general association of na- 
tions must be formed under specific 
covenants for tho purpose of affording 
mutual guaranties of political Indepen- 
dence and territorial Integrity to great 
and small states alike. 

"In regard to tlieso essential rectifi- 
cations of wrong and assertions of 
right we feel ourselves to be Intimate 
partners of all the governments and 
peoples associated together ugainst tho 
Imperialists. We cannot be sepurated 
in interest or divided In purpose. Wo 
stand together until the end. 

"For such arrangements'- and cov- 
enants we are willing to fight nnd to 
continue to fight until they are achiev- 
ed ; but only because we wish the right 
to prevail and desire a Just and stable 
.peace such as can be secured only by 
removing the chief provocations to 
wnr, which this program does remove. 
Not Jealous of Germany. - 
"Wo have no Jealousy of German 
greatness and there Is nothing In this 
program that Impairs It. Wo grudge 
her no achievement or dlstlactlon of 
learning or of pacific enterprise such 
as have made her record very bright 
nnd very enviable. 

"We do oot wish t» Injure her or 
to block In any way her legitimate In- 
fluence or power. We do not wish to 
fight her either with arms or with hos- 
tile arrangements of trade,' fr fiho is 
willing to associate herself with us 
and the other penceipving nations of 
the-world in covemuts of Justice and 
law and fair dealln;. 

"Wo wish her onl' to accept a place 
of equality, among die peoples of the 
world— the new vorld In which wo 
now live— Instead if a place of mas- 
tery.

\ The week of Jan. 21 to 26 is to be enrollment week 
for boys who are willing to help win the war by working 
on the farms next summer. The dates were fixed by 
Frank 0. Lowden in an official proclamation, as follows: 

By the Governor of Illinois— A Proclamation 

Illinois is the greatest food producing scate in the 
Nation. Her fathers fully realize the duty resting upon 
them during the continuance of the war, to strain every 
evergy in order to produce the maximum of food. What 
they most need to accomplish this is additional labor. 
There are in our schools, and in occupations not essen- 
tial to the conduct of the war, many thousands of active, 
vigorous and patriotic boys, between the ages of sixteen 
and twenty years. They are not subject to the Selective 
Draft. Most of them desire to do their bit, if only the 
way be pointed out to them. The problem is to fit them 
ia a;yiein?,. WQ so me way for the farm, and to bring them into prac- 

jgjcai >j£lations with the farmers who need their help. 
The Educational Committee of our State Council of De- 
fense, co-operating with our Department of Agriculture 
and State'Gollege of Agriculture of the University of 
Illinois, has arranged a special three months* farm course 
together with some practical training, by which these 
boys may befitted, by the end of April, to undertake 
work upon our farms. These boys are to be enrolled in 
the United States Boys' Working Reserve, with the con- 

- sent of their parents, but in no event are they to be em- 
ployed in military service. The boy will receive full 
credit iivhis school work, and his moral and physical 
welfare will be conserved by volunteer visitors. Instead 

" of detracting from their education, this service, in my 
opinion, will greatly aid it. 

Agriculture, as an occupation, is becoming more and 
more attractive. The drudgery arid isolation which drove 
those of a generation ago from the farms to the cities 
are rapidly giving way. Science has laid its hand upon 
the soil, and the farmer of today finds full scope for the 
exercise of. his mini. Many, very many of the boys who 
shall go from the school room this spring to the farm 
will find the farmer's life so attractive that it will deter- 
mine their permanen^Q^apation.

Simple Cold Prepares Way for Early 
Stages of Roup and Diphtheria- 
Prevention Is' Best v. 

(By W. F. KIRIC, Connecticut Experi- 
ment Station.) 

Ono of the commonest and most fre- 
quently, occurring diseases of poultry Is 
slmplo catarrh or Just plnlu cold. This 
dlBease appears Jn a large" number of 
(locks regularly every season. In and 
of Itself a simple cold does not cause 
•much trouble, but inasmuch ns It pre- 
pares a way for the early stages of 
roup and # diphtheria it especially be- 
hooves the poultrymen to .combat colds 
the moment thnt they, appear. Affect- 
ed birds usually do some sneezing, do 
not. look quite as bright nor have ns 
good appetites, and what Is perhaps 
most characteristic,' there is a thin 
mucous secretion discharged from the 
nostrils, or in other words, the birds 
aro running at the nose. If the caso 
is. not taken in hand at once this se- 
cretion likely will become cheesy or 
gelatinous, the bird will have to breathe 
entirely through its mouth and pres- 
ently there Is a well-developed case of 
roup to deal with instead of a plain, 
ordinary cold. 

Weak birds that aro improperly 
nourished are more likely to contract 
colds than stock that Is well fed. As 
In the case of most other diseases, pre- 
vention Is slmplcr^thnn cure. One of 
the chief causes of this condition la 
tho overcrowding of- young, growlntf 
chicks in poorly ventilated -sleeping 
quarters. 

Much trouble can bo avoided if fowls 
aro provided with dry, well-ventllntod 
coops, with the accent on. "ventilated."

ECONOMICAL FEED- FOR" HENS 



Soak Oats Until They Begin to 8well 
: If Fowls Do Not Take Kindly to 
Them— Feed Dry Math. 

• If the hens do not take kindly to 
.oats, soak them until they begin to 
swell. Buy clipped oats if you must 
purchase them. Scalded oats may bo 
fed to chicks four or five weeks old, 
with as good results as to hens; . 

• Dry mash, being made of mill feeds 
or by-products, has not ndvanced as 
much as whole grains. Beef scrap has 
shown the least change. 

An economical and satisfactory dry 
mash for growing stock and laying 
hens Is composed of 100 pounds each 
of wheat bran, Hour or standard mid- 
dlings, cornmeal, ground oats and beef 
scrap. 

SlUm milk or butter milk can be 
used In pluce of beef scrap If It Is 
available. Hens having milk usually 
eat more grain, but production per 
pounds of grain consumed Is greater.

By selling these 
birds their feed Is saved and tho birds 
that are left hove more room and 
more chnnce to produce eggs when 
they ore confined to the house by bad 
weather. » 



Expert. of Missouri College Gives 

Practical Suggestions to 

Eradicate Insects. 

The peach-tree borer lives most of 
Its life as.n worn! embedded beneath 
the hark of the tree, usually Just be- 
low tho surface of* the soil. Hero It 
starts as a very small worm, eating 
away tho life of tho tree, getting larger 
and larger unUl It undergoes a change 
into n pupa and then a moth, which 
layB eggs for more worms to carry 
on their destructive work on tho peach 
trees. Tho moths lay the eggs on the 
trunk nnd branches of tho trees during 
the Bummer— most of the eggs being 
laid during July, August nnd Septem- 
ber. The eggs hntch In from 10 to 15 
days, and the young borers enter tho 
trees. By frost the borers have all en- 
tered the trees nnd some will be very 
small, while others are nearly full 
grown. 

Leonard Ilascman of the University 
of Missouri- college of agriculture of- 
fers the following suggestions for con- 
trolling the insects: 

Draw the soil away from tho trunk 
of the tree to a depth of four Inches 
or until the roots are exposed, and 
search for tho tunnels. With' a sharp 
knife follow these tunnels until tho 
worms arc found, and then kill them. 
The presence of a mnss of gum at the 
base of a peach tree usually indicate! 
the presence of borers. This gum is 
thickened wax which escapes where 
the tree is Injured. There may bo 
n number 'of borers In n single tree. 
The worker should get at least all the 
largo ones before leaving the tree. A 
smnll, slender* white worm is often 
found In the sap. This Is not the 
peach tree borer, and it does no dam- 
age to the tree, but lives on the- sap. 
Where borers are abundant, worm tho 
trees ngaln In tho.sprlng. Also get rid 
of old, worthless peach trees, practice 
clean culture In the orchard, * and. keep 
the bearing trees vigorous. 

Peach-tree borers do a great deal of 
domogc, nnd mony people have aban- 
doned the growing of peaches because 
of them.

Many times when the Indians be- 
came particularly hostile tho people 
fled fo this fort for safety. Two port 
holes are still In the front wnlls of 
this building. There were nine of these 
port holes. In the cellur is an under- 
ground passage leading to the well. 

It was madp so thnt when the house 
was surrounded by the enemy, the In- 
mates could still have" a water supply. 
The well Is about 12 feet from the rear 
of tho house, and Is nearly filled with 
water, but is covered with boards. It 
was said to'be 175 feet deep, nnd.was 
famous for the purity of its' water. Un- 
til recently there were hones In the cel- 
lar, said to have been tho bones of In- 
dians. Perhnps they were put there 
through the trap door still seen In the 
floor, 

- Klllaen Van Rensselaer died at Am- 
sterdam In 1047^ never having visited 
America. After a time his descend- 
nnts came. from' Holland, and occupied 
this- building as a dwelling. As" the 
country became more settled, they 
rented farms to the colonists, and were 
to receive annually, as rent, six bushels 
f oats, -two pairs of chickens nnd a 
"rd of wood, or their equivalent In 
' ^lanyjvho pnjd tlUs rent through 
two or three generations', for the f arras 
which they had occupied, refused to 
pay it longer. This was the commence- 
ment of the "ontlrent war," which was 
long and bitter. 

Sent Their "Wash" to Holland. 
Tho Van Itensselners sent annually 
their soiled linen to Holland to he 
washed; uHhough "the Hudson river 
was In front of their home. Two old 
chests In whleh.they ijerit\ their soiled 
linen, were In the attic of this old 
house until recently. 

An addition wns built on this old 
manor house In 1740, and In the earlv 
part of 1800,- rtnlton marble mnnteU 
took the place of the old wooden ones. 
They were the first In this country, 
Later they were replaced by the wood- 
en ones now. In the building. 
_ Doctor .Teremlnh Van Bensseloei 
lived here In 1852, nnd was the last 
member of the fnmlly to occupy this 
house. After his death It was owned 
by different Individuals. . The last 
gentleman who resided here endeavored 
to have a bill passed by the legisla- 
ture at Albany, for. Its purchase by the 
state. The bill was not passed, and, 
soon after, ho vacated the, house. It 
being "covered with mortgage." 

Anyone seefng this old manor house 
a few mlroths after this would not 
have had the least doubt of Its. being 
the. oldest building In tho United 
States. Children played In It by day, 
and It wns n rendezvous for tramps at 
night. Tho only renson there was a 
whole pone of gluss left wns because 
It was beyond the. reach of a stone 
thrown by .the nverage small boy. Later 
It was sold at nuctlon, and purchased 
by n company of Ice dealers. There are 
but a few feet left on either side of 
this old mansion, as the lawn at the 
north was sold last year, and, upon It, 
a modern dwelling .was erected. A 
similar fate was awaiting the old 
house when It was purchased by Mrs. 
Susan Do Lohcy Van Rensselaer 
Strong of New Yory city. 

Mrs. Strong. Is a descendant of Kll- 
lnen Vu'ji Rensselaer, and is -very en- 
thusiastic'' In regard to the restoration 
of this homo of her forefathers.. The 
front hall and two large rooms on 
either side arc now being repaired by 
the. order of three patriotic- societies'. 
They hope a sufficient- number of so- 
cieties will* become Interested fir tho 
building until" It Is entlrely^restored. It 
will soon bo opened to the public, anil 
"kept as a depository of articles of 
colonial. or revolutionary Interest." 

-If there Is tho. least doubt about Its 
being the oldest building In thaiUnlred 
Stntes, It Is certainly very old, and of 
sufficient historical renown to bo 
worthy of preservation.

This Price Will Hold For Some 
Years. 



'. A well advised commercial authority 
gives It as his opinion, "as a slow 
descent mny be counted on In the 
prices for grain when the war ends- 
It may take-severul-years to restore 
the world's stock of foodstuffs to' nor- 
mal— there is good ground for confi- 
dence In the outlook, for rapid devel- 
opment lnagrlculture."

'This 
price will pay so loag as land, mate-* 
rial and labor can bo secured at rea- 
sonable prices. It remains for the 
would-be producer to ascertain where 
he can secure these at. prices that will 
make the production of grnln profit- 
able. He will estimate what price he 
can afford to pay for land that will give 
him a yield of wheat which when sold 
nt $2,00 per bushel, will return him a 
fair profit. Local and social condi- 
tions will nlso enter Into the considera- 
tion. Finding whoMic wants he would 
be wise to make his* purchnse now. 
Land prices In some portions of the 
country are low, certainly as low as 
they will ever be. City property and 
town property will fluctuate, but farm 
property will hold Its own. Tho price 
of grain Is as low as It will be for 
some years. Therefore It would be 
well to look about, and find what can 
bo done. 

There are doubtless many opportu- 
nities In the United Stntes, especially 
In the Western States, to purchase 
good agricultural lands, that will pro- 
duce well, at reasonable prices. "If the 
would-be buyer has the time to Inves- 
'tlgate, and that Is needed, for these 
lands do not exist In nny considerable 
area, he would be well repaid. Not 
only will his land certainly Increase In 
value — the unearned Increment would 
be an asset— while under, cultivation he 
can find nothing thnt will give better 
results. He will ot the same time be 
performing a patriotic act, a needful 
act, one thnt would meet with the. food 
controller's plea to Increase agricul- 
tural production nnd assist In reduclnc 
the deficit of '75 million bushels of 
wheat reported by the controller*. 

In addition to the vacant lands In 
tho United States which should be 
brought under cultivation, Western 
Canada offers today the greatest area 
of just the laud flint Is required, nnd 
at low prices— prices that cannot last 
long." Even now hind prices are In- 
creasing, as their value Is dolly becom- 
ing more nppnrent, nnd their location 
desirable.

Scarcity of lubor brought about by 
war condltlonshas caused many labor- 
saving ' devices to bo Introduced In 
France's industrial life. Power-driven 
"tools of all kinds are being, employed 
In. the republic to an unprecedented 
extent, and In this manner the short- 
age of labor has been met to some" ex- 
tent. 

One instance of labor-saving devices 
used, in France Is a railroad coach 
•cleaner. This device consists of an 
electric motor driving n circular brush, 
the entire equipment being ssupended 
from nn overhead b'eain by a simple 
tnckle, so that it can be raised or low- 
ered to meet the conditions of work. 
Two types are In use: one, where tlie 
electric motor Is directly connected to 
the brush; the other, where the elec- 
tric motor nnd Its controlling devices 
are mounted on a board to form n 
nre mounted on a board to form n 
unit, while the brush, driven by means' 
of a flexible-drive shaft, forms n sec- 
ond unit. In either case, tho equip- 
ment Is readily bundled ; anil It Is snld 
that tlie hurd labor, attached to wash- 
ing railroad coaches Is materially 
lightened for the women cnr-cleaners.

been culled, and you know to be good

It Is very Important to look after 
the ages' of the fowls to be runted. As 
a rule cockerels are mated to hens, 
and cocks to pullets. This Is all right, 
yet one can get good results by mat- 
ing fowls of the same age, provided 
they are well matured. It Is never 
advisable to mate pullets with cock- 
erels. A male bird two years of age 
is best. 

Twelve to 14 hens should be mated" 
with one male for best results. It Is 
sometimes the case that n male may 
be mated with a larger number of hens 
with good results, but it Is risky to 
experiment 

You should be sdro that you have a 
good male bird at the head of your 
flock. If the male Is strong and vig- 
orous at all times, you will jit least, 
be half certain of strong eggs for 
hatching.

PROFITS IN EGGS PRODUCTION 

Experimental Results at .Indiana Sta- 
tion Show That There Is Mon«y 
In the Business. 

Considerable attention has been 
given to -.the. present lack of profit Irj 
egg production. Hot data gathered By 
the Purdue Experiment station show 
that, there has been a -good profit dur^ 
Ing the past year, despite the high* 
prices of feeds. 

Experimental results at that station 
have shown that it takes' six pounds of 
mixed feeds to produce a dozen eggs 
on the farm. On this basis 5 ,, with local 
grain prices, It cost 0.0 cents for feed 
fo produce a ''dozen eggs lot 1014-15; 
tyjt centa In 1915-10, and 15i7 cents In 
1910-17. During the same periods the 
average Income per dozen eggs was 
18.1 cents, 20.2 cents and 30.4 1 emits re- 
spectively. This means n. profit over 
feed cost of 8.5 cents In the flrstrnnmed 
period; 10J) cents In the second, and 
14.0 cents in the third, or during the 
past year.

CANKER INDICATIVE. OF GOLD 

Also Results From Injuries Received 
Fighting — Plan for Treatment 
Outlined. ' 

Wlille canker Is usually indicative ef 
n cold, It is also the result of fnjory.. 
When male birds have been fighting, 
cankers are likely to form from Injury 
to the mouth. Germs get rooted in 
these wounds and set up ulcerating 
sores. Digestive disorders will cause 
canker. Look to the diet of birds that 
are affected; clean out the cankers 
nnd apply pure Boda, or creolln. If at 
hand. Make a swab of cotton on a 
toothpick, oad touch every spot of the 
sore. Peroxide of hydrogen, diluted 
with an equal amount*of water, *wlll 
cleanse. The sore should then be 
touched with carbollzed vaseline. . 



KEEP POULTRY HOUSES DRY 

Difficult Matter When Outside Is Fair- 
ly ReeklnD With Moisture- 
Change Litter Often, 

When the outside, la fairly reeking 
with moisture It Is difficult to keep the 
Inside of the poultry quarters from 
dampness. By changing the litter 
often .and providing ventilation enough 
to carry off all the foul air; the fowls 
can be kept reasonably comfortable, 
and It Is a relief to know that this 
kind of we'nther cannot Inst always. •
